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This communication supplements the Notice of Allowability mailed March 08, 2010. 
The examiner's amendment below corrects an error in claim 32 that was not previously noted 
(improper multiple claim dependency). 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Andrew Lawrence on April 21, 2010. 

Claim 32 has been amended as follows: 

32. (Currently amended) A method according to claim 3 1 which comprises the further 
of forming a multicolour organic light emitting layer comprising the steps of 

(i) forming a film of a composition of claim 1 capable of emitting light of a first 

colour; 

(ii) exposing the film to actinic radiation through a mask; 

(iii) removing unexposed material from the film to leave a predetermined pattern 
of exposed material; 
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(iv) forming, on the predetermined pattern of exposed material obtained in step 
(iii), a film of a composition of claim 1 which is capable of emitting light of a second 
colour different from the first colour; 

(V) exposing the film formed in step (iv) to actinic radiation through a mask; 

(vi) removing unexposed material from the film exposed in step (v) to leave a 
predetermined pattern of exposed material; 

(vii) forming, on the predetermined pattern of exposed material obtained in step 
(vi), a film of a composition of claim 1 which is capable of emitting light of a third colour 
different from the first and second colours; and 

(viii) exposing the film formed in step (vii) to actinic radiation through a mask. 



The text of allowed claims 1-8, 11,13, 14, 17, 18, 28-31 and 34 remains as set forth in 
the amendment filed December 10, 2009.
